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To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  for  your  approval  its  annual 
report  of  activities  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1952. 

Meetings  have  been  held  each  Tuesday  evening  at  8:00  P.M.  at 
Mmorial  Hall,  except  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  when 
meetings  were  held  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  This 
year  we  found  it  necessary  to  hold  six  special  meetings  to  complete 
the  Town's  business. 

This  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  hold  two  Special  Town 
Meetings,  the  first  being  held  Tuesday,  September  30,  and  the  second 
held  Tuesday,  December  30th. 

In  accordance  with  Article  8  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March  1953,  this  Board  surveyed  and  laid  out  the  following  streets: 
Oak  Road,  Highland  Road,  Pine  Street,  Juniper  Avenue,  and  Cross 
Street.  As  a  result  of  the  action  of  this  Board  and  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Town  at  a  Special  Meeting  accepted  the  following  Streets, 
as  mapped  out  and  laid  out  on  plans:  Highland  Road,  Pine  Street, 
Juniper  Avenue  and  Cross  Street. 

This  year  this  Board  has  undertaken  the  correction  and  bringing 
to  date  the  Towns  traffic  laws.  This  has  been  prompted  by  the 
increased  travel  over  the  Town's  main  highways.  After  several  meet- 
ings with  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Traffic 
Division,  the  following  changes  in  traffic  regulations  were  voted  and 
sent  to  the  State  for  approval: 

VOTED: 

That  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Town  of  Middleton 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  January  3,  1939  be  and  are 
hereby  amended  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I,  SECTION  1 

By  striking  out  the  following;  "any  investigator,  examiner  or 
inspector  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles". 

ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  1  (b) 

By  striking  out  the  first  line  and  substituting  therefor  the  fol- 
lowing, "Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  II  and  Sections  2  and  3  of 
Article  IV." 
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ARTICLE  IV 

By  adding  the  following  new  section; 

Section  3    PROHIBITED  PARKING: 
Upon  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets  parking  is  hereby 
prohibited. 

NORTH  MAIN  STREET 

No  parking  on  the  southerly  side  of  North  Main  street  starting 
from  the  Easterly  side  line  of  Lakeview  Avenue  and  proceeding  in  an 
Easterly  direction  for  560  feet. 

ARTICLE  IV,  SECTION  3 

By  striking  out  the  descriptions  as  listed  and  substituting  there- 
for the  following  new  description: 

North  bound  drivers  on  Gregory  Street  at  Maple  Street,  South- 
bound drivers  on  East  Street  at  Maple  Street. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes  in  regulations,  Stop  Signs  have  been 
placed  on  the  following  streets  where  they  enter  Route  114: 

Essex  Street,  Lakeview  Avenue,  Lake  Street,  Maple  Street, 
Pleasant  Street,  Old  South  Main  Street,  Mt.  Vrnon  Stret  and  Park 
Avenue. 

Stop  signs  were  also  placed  on  East  Street  and  Gregory  Street 
where  they  enter  Maple  Street.  This  Board  has  also  requested  the 
placing  of  a  temporary  Flashing  Red  Light  at  the  junction  of  Routes 
62  and  114  until  some  permanent  Traffic  Control  has  been  established 
for  Middleton  Square. 

The  following  vacancies  in  office  were  filled  this  past  year  by 
joint  meetings  of  this  Board  and, 

One,  the  Trustees  of  the  B.  F.  Emerson  Fund  on  April  loth,  and 
Paul  Wake  and  William  Sanborn  were  appointed  as  Trustees. 

Two,  the  Planning  Board  on  May  6th  and  Roger  Clapp  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Albert  Murray. 

Three,  the  Planning  Board  on  August  5th,  and  Willis  Esty  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Harold 
I.  Nash. 

Working  as  the  Board  of  Health,  this  year  we  have  continued 
our  program  with  the  piggery  problem,  trying  to  keep  the  keeping 
of  pigs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Health  Laws  adopted  by  this  Board 
last  year.  It  was  found  necessary  in  several  cases  to  bring  violators 
of  these  Laws  to  Court. 
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The  Board  of  Health  also  found  as  a  result  of  Laws  adopted  by 
the  State  Legislature  that  it  was  necessary  to  establish  Regulations 
governing  the  building  of  Cesspools,  Septic  Tanks,  Privies,  Privy- 
Vaults  and  Public  Sewers.  These  regulations  are  being  printed  in 
full  as  a  separate  Report. 

As  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  Town  in  accepting  Article  13  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  1952,  establishing  a  Dump 
Committee,  this  Board  has  voted  to  approve  the  Committee's  selection 
of  a  new  Dump  location  on  property  of  H.  K.  Richardson  adjoining 
property  of  New  England  Power  Co.  off  Essex  Street. 

We  wish  to  report  that  the  furnishing  of  our  office  in  Memorial 
Hall  was  completed  this  year,  and  the  quarters  have  proved  of  great 
value  to  us  in  handling  increased  attendance  at  our  meetings. 

This  year  we  were  able  to  complete  a  corridor  in  the  front  section 
of  Memorial  Hall  making  all  offices  easily  accessible  from  either 
entrance.  Our  budget  for  1953  includes  an  item  for  further  improve- 
ment of  the  office  facilities  of  this  location. 

This  Board,  after  meeting  with  the  Fire  Building  Committee, 
Planning  Board,  and  Department  Heads,  has  found  that  the  Town 
is  badly  in  need  of  a  complete  building  program  to  supply  quarters 
and  office  space  for  the  growing  needs  of  each  Town  Department. 
This  Board  after  considerable  study  finds  that  three  additional  offices 
can  easily  be  added  to  the  present  office  space  in  Memorial  Hall. 

This  will  make  it  necessary  to  supply  the  Electric  Light  Depart- 
ment with  other  storage  and  stockroom  space.  New  quarters  are  also 
needed  for  our  Highway  Department,  Moth  Department  and  Forestry 
Department.  Ot  present  we  have  a  Committee  working  on  the  Fire 
Station  problem.  We  feel  that  the  additional  office  space,  when  con- 
structed at  Memorial  Hall,  will  take  care  of  the  office  needs  of  the 
Town  for  some  time.  However,  a  program  to  take  care  of  the  High- 
way, Electric  Light,  Tree  and  Moth,  and  Fire  Departments  should  be 
undertaken  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  Annual  Warrant  this  year  we  have  placed  an  Article  to 
change  the  conflicting  names  of  roads.  We  find  that  there  are  many 
duplications  and  names  that  are  similar,  making  for  error  and  con- 
fusion. 

We  have  also  put  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  to  change  the  Town 
By-Laws  to  allow  the  Constable  to  post  the  Town  Meeting  Wararnts 
at  Memorial  Hall,  Post  Office,  and  Store  at  Howes  Station.  We  believe 
that  Memorial  Hall  has  much  more  use  than  the  Town  Hall  now  has, 
and  that  a  Warrant  posted  in  Memorial  Hall  will  be  seen  by  more 
people. 
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This  year  the  Mansfield  Fund  held  its  Town  Picnic  at  Pine  Island 
Park,  Manchester,  N.H.  on  August  12th.  Nine  buses  were  needed  to 
transport  the  children,  one  more  than  were  used  in  1951.  A  Band 
Concert  was  held  at  our  Park  August.  9th  in  conjunction  with  the 
Firemen's  Muster.  Baskets  were  also  distributed  at  Thanksgiving  and 
at  Christmas  from  funds  made  available  for  this  purpose. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  the  Townspeople,  Town 
Officers,  and  Department  Heads  for  the  wonderful  cooperation  we 
have  received  from  them  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  our  office.  As 
the  Town  continues  to  grow  we  find  the  need  for  advice  and  cooper- 
ation increases  in  our  work. 

We  wish  to  extend  an  invitation  to  all  citizens  to  join  us  at  any 
of  our  regular  Tuesday  evening  meetings,  and  discuss  any  problems 
or  suggestions  that  they  feel  may  be  of  benefit  to  our  Town.

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Moth  Department  for  the  year 
1952: 

Four  sprays  were  applied  during  the  year,  a  dormant  spray  on 
Elm  trees  in  April,  a  foliage  spray  in  May  and  another  foliage  spray 
in  July  for  the  control  of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  and  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle  which  carry  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  The  first  part  of  May  a 
spray  was  applied  to  Wild  Cherry,  Apple  and  scrub  trees  for  the 
control  of  the  Tent  Caterpiller.  This  insect  runs  in  cycles  and  has 
been  increasing  in  the  last  two  years. 

Twenty-six  specimens  were  taken  from  Elm  trees  and  sent  to 
Amherst  Laboratories  to  be  tested  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  Eight 
cases  were  found,  two  on  private  property,  two  on  town  streets  and 
four  on  South  Main  Street,  which  is  state  highway.  These  trees  were 
removed  and  destroyed.

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ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton, 

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  as  Commissioners  of  the 
Electric  Light  Department. 

This  department  has  again  witnessed  another  successful  year 
with  our  power  sales  approximately  the  same  as  last  year  and  our 
receipts  approximately  $3,000  over  the  same  period.  This  increase 
was  due  mostly  to  the  clamping  down  on  delinquent  customers.  Next 
year  we  will  be  able  to  report  a  better  margin  as  it  is  planned  within 
the  next  few  months  all  accounts  two  months  in  arrears  or  more 
will  be  sent  a  Demand  notice  and  upon  receipt  of  said  notice  the 
customers  will  be  given  two  weeks  in  which  to  pay  up  their  account 
in  full,  failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  immediate  disconnection  of 
service,  and  a  charge  of  two  dollars  disconnection  fee  will  be  added 
to  the  bill. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  in  conjunction  with  the 
New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  has  done  a  consider- 
able amount  of  pole  replacement  in  various  sections  of  town.  In  the 
process  of  replacing  the  poles  new  wire  was  run  and  transformers 
added  to  better  the  voltage  to  the  customer.  In  1953  approximately 
85-100  poles  will  be  replaced  in  town  at  a  cost  of  $56.00  per  pole, 
which  includes  labor  and  material,  with  this  department  and  the 
telephone  company  spliting  the  cost. 

During  1952  we  have  extended  our  2300  volt  lines  on  Pinedale 
Road,  Arrow  Street,  Hilldale  Avenue,  Middleton  Pines,  and  the  Crosby 
property  off  South  Main  Street,  also  added  21  new  transformers  to 
our  lines.  Installed  six  Mercury  Vapor  fixtures  in  the  Square  with 
an  additional  six  scheduled  for  1953.  Also  scheduled  for  1953  is  the 
extension  of  2300  volts  on  Mt.  Vernon  Street  and  East  Street  beyond 
Peabody  Street.  4160  volts  from  Middleton  Square  north  to  DeBush 
Avenue  and  East  down  Maple  Street  to  the  Essex  Sanatorium.  In 
conjunction  with  our  changes  Salem  Electric  Company  is  rebuilding 
our  sub-station  at  Central  Street  so  by  the  latter  part  of  1953  the 
entire  town  should  be  equipped  with  standard  voltage. 
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The  question  has  been  brought  up  among  the  citizens  as  to  the 
profit  this  department  makes.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  explain  that  all  our  profit  is  put  back  into  the  Department  for 
improvement  of  which  the  Plant  is  sadly  in  need  of.  It  is  estimated 
that  approximately  $10,000.00  per  year  is  put  in  the  plant  for  build- 
ing and  remodeling  of  our  lines.  Below  we  quote  a  few  prices  that  we 
pay  for  our  material. 


No.  4  wire   $500.00  per  mile  (single  conductor)

We  feel  that  the  profit  we  make  belongs  to  the  consumer  and  not 
the  taxpayer.  That  is  why  we  put  our  total  revenue  back  into  the 
improvements  of  the  lines  that  supply  power  to  the  consumer,  thereby 
giving  the  user  their  just  share  of  the  profit. 

Line  clearing  was  done  on  Forest  Street,  Peabody  Street,  Lake 
Street  and  part  of  Liberty,  East  Street  which  has  brought  our  power 
failures  down  to  a  low  minimum.  Our  thanks  to  the  Tree  Warden 
for  granting  us  the  tree  clearance  we  requested. 

Two  way  radio  has  been  installed  in  our  two  small  trucks  with 
a  base  station  located  in  the  Office  at  Memorial  Hall.  We  are  now  in 
constant  contact  from  truck  to  truck,  office  to  trucks  and  Visa  Versa 
which  minimized  the  length  of  time  in  case  of  an  outage,  also  as  of 
December  we  are  tied  in  with  Peabody  Electric  Light  giving  the  two 
towns  an  almost  never  failing  means  of  communication  in  case  of  a 
severe  storm  or  disaster  of  any  form. 

Our  thanks  and  appreciation  is  again  extended  to  the  different 
department  heads  and  their  men  for  the  fine  cooperation  extended  to 
this  department.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Middleton 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year  1952. 

The  Planning  Board  organized  with  Arthur  S.  Tuttle  as  Chair- 
man, and  Roger  L.  Pennell  as  Secretary. 

The  Board  held  its  regular  meetings  the  third  Thursday  of  each 
month.  There  were  several  special  meetings  called  by  request  during 
the  year. 

There  were  several  articles  on  the  acceptance  of  roads,  referred 
to  the  Planning  Board  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Mar.  11,  1952. 

Regarding  these  articles,  the  Board  recommended  the  Town 
accept  Highland  Road,  Pine  Street,  Juniper  Ave.,  and  Cross  Street. 
The  Planning  Board  visited  these  roads,  and  after  seeing  the  amount 
of  work  and  money  spent  by  the  people  living  on  these  roads,  the 
Board  felt  it  could  give  their  recommendation  the  roads  also  being 
laid  out  to  forty  feet  as  required  by  the  town. 

The  Article  on  Oak  Road:  The  Board  felt  it  could  not  give  its 
recommendation  at  this  time  for  the  acceptance  of  this  road.  The  road 
is  by  far  too  narrow,  and  would  mean  considerable  expense  to  the 
town  to  widen  and  build  retaining  walls  to  hold  the  banking  on  the 
right  side  of  this  road.  Also  it  was  brought  out  about  the  old  railroad 
abutment  and  the  expense  of  removing  the  same. 

The  Article  on  Bow  Street:  This  not  being  an  accepted  street, 
the  board  felt  that  it  would  be  to  the  best  interst  of  the  town  not  to 
spend  money  on  private  property. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  has  received  a  number  of  requests  from 
the  Appeal  Board,  replies  were  made  with  recommendations  as  con- 
sidered in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

There  has  been  one  Public  Hearing,  held  June  26,  1952,  for  a 
subdivision  known  as  "Middleton  Meadows",  located  on  property 
owned  by  Elizabeth  Nelson,  Boston  Street.  There  being  no  opposition 
against  the  subdivision  at  the  Public  Hearing,  and  the  subdivider 
agreeing  to  abide  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  a  sub-division, 
the  Board  gave  its  permission  to  begin  this  project.  Said  sub-division 
is  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  building  inspector,  regulating  the 
construction  of  buildings,  and  the  construction  of  the  new  roads  being 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Surveyor. 
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As  a  result  of  this  sub-division,  the  Planning  Board  drew  up  a 
set  of  rules  and  regulations  as  based  on  the  General  Law  of  Massa- 
chusetts, to  govern  sub-divisions,  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 
A  booklet  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  submission  of  petitions 
and  plans  of  subdivision  was  compiled  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Town  Counsel  and  printed,  and  are  available. 

In  reference  to  the  report  of  the  committee  assigned  to  survey 
the  housing  needs  of  the  Fire  Departmnt.  Where  the  above  committee 
felt  any  final  recommendations  should  come  from  the  Planning  Board, 
the  Planning  Board  feels  that  this  above  committee  has  not  as  yet 
fully  completed  their  investigation  of  their  proposal  No.  3,  as  listed 
in  Town  Report  of  Dec.  51,  and  as  this  committee  has  stated  that 
they  are  not  fully  prepared  to  submit  a  final  report.  The  Planning 
Board  does  not  feel  any  recommendations  are  in  order  until  such  time 
as  a  full  and  final  report  has  been  received. 

The  Board  as  present  is  discussing  the  possibility  of  amending  the 
"Zoning  By-Laws"  to  include  an  Industrial  Area  in  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  DUMP  COMMITTEE 

February  2nd,  1953 

To  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  under  authority  of 
Article  13  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  11th,  1952  wishes 
to  submit  the  following  report  for  your  consideration. 

The  committee  organized  with  Mr.  Dorrall  Berry  as  chairman 
and  Mr.  James  H.  Coffin  as  Secretary.  After  organizing  the  committee 
started  work  on  the  problem  at  hand.  Consideration  was  given  to 
locations  for  a  dump  in  several  different  parts  of  the  Town  and  each 
was  eliminated  after  careful  consideration.  A  number  of  meetings 
were  held  and  the  committee  felt  our  needs  for  a  good  dumping 
location  seemed  to  revolve  around  the  following  problems: 

1.  A  central  location. 

2.  A    location    removed    considerable    distance    from  any 
homes. 

3.  A  location  that  could  easily  be  maintained. 

4.  Also  a  place  that  would  assure   us  of   ample  dumping 
facilities  for  a  number  of  years. 

We  finally  found  a  location  that  in  our  opinion  answered  all  of 
the  qualifications  we  had  set  forth.  This  site  is  located  on  land  adjoin- 
ing what  is  known  as  Pout  Pond.  This  property  has  a  three  hundred 
foot  frontage  on  the  old  Railroad  right  of  way  now  owned  by  the  New 
England  Power  Co.  and  has  a  hill  extending  back  from  the  right  of 
way  approximately  two  hundred  and  seventy  feet  joining  onto  swamp 
land. 

We  have  taken  an  option  on  this  property  which  comprises  about 
fifteen  acres  from  H.  K.  Richardson  for  the  sum  of  $1000.00. 

We  have  also  discussed  a  right  of  way  giving  the  Town  access  to 
this  land  through  property  of  the  New  England  Power  Co.  and  have 
made  suitable  arrangements  whereby  the  Town  can  be  assured  of  a 
good  road. 

We  have  included  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  two 
Articles  for  consideration  of  the  Townspeople.  The  first  calls  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1000.00  to  purchase  the  land  for  a  dump.  The  second 
calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $1200.00  to  construct  and  improve  the 
roadway  to  the  dumping  location. 

This  location  which  is  off  of  Essex  Street  has  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Health  as  a  proper  spot  for  a  Public  Dump.

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REGIONAL  SCHOOL  PLANNING  REPORT 


Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Middleton,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  first  report  of  the  Regional  School  Planning 
Committee. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  last  September,  the  town  voted  to 
have  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  possibili- 
ties for  the  formation  of  a  regional  high  shcool.  As  stated  by  law, 
he  appointed  two  citizens  of  the  town  and  one  member  of  the  school 
committee.  Mr.  Daniel  Donovan,  Mr.  James  Coffin  and  Mr.  Eben 
Jewett  were  appointed  to  form  a  regional  school  planning  committee. 
This  committee  organized  with  Mr.  Donovan  as  chairman  and  Mr. 
Jewett  as  secretary.  Meetings  have  been  held  and  certain  facts  seem 
to  be  evident.  Over  the  period  of  the  years  the  relationship  with  Holten 
High  at  Danvers,  seems  to  be  taken  for  granted.  Now  some  serious 
facts  seem  to  present  themselves.  The  school  at  Danvers  is  becoming 
crowded  and  as  we  are  "tenants  at  will"  it  seems  that  other  means 
of  education  should  be  investigated.  In  this  line  of  thought,  meetings 
have  been  held  with  Lynnfield  and  North  Reading  and  a  three  town 
regional  school  planning  board  was  formed.  Both  these  towns  are  in 
a  more  serious  position  than  Middleton.  Lynnfield  has  built  a  new 
junior  high  school  and  is  interested  in  three-year  senior  high  school. 
North  Reading  has  an  acute  high  school  problem  at  Reading  and 
must  seek  a  solution.  For  these  reasons,  a  regional  high  school  set-up 
would  seem  ideal. 

After  lengthy  and  well  thought  out  meetings,  Lynnfield  will 
recommend  building  their  own  high  school,  for  which  the  plans  had 
been  started  before  the  junior  high  school  was  built. 

Middleton  and  North  Reading  still  favor  a  regional  set-up.  Upon 
vote,  Lynnfield  withdrew  from  the  three  town  set-up  and  Middleton 
and  North  Reading  re-organized  a  two-town  board  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  a  three  year  junior  and  three  year  senior  high  school.  This 
board  selected  Mr.  Pomeroy  of  North  Reading,  chairman;  and  Mr. 
Jewett  of  Middleton,  secretary.  Other  members  are  Mr.  Shea  and 
Mr.  Statuti  of  North  Reading  and  Mr.  Donovan  and  Mr.  Coffin  of 
Middleton.  No  group  meeting  has  as  yet  been  held,  but  the  Middleton 
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members  feel  this  situation  to  be  quite  ideal,  if  good  terms  can  be 
settled  upon.  Perhaps  it  should  be  explained  that  in  a  6-3-3  system 
the  six  represents  grade  1  thru  6.  Three,  the  junior  high  or  grades 
7-8-9  and  the  second  three,  grades  10-11-12  or  high  school.  With 
grades  7  thru  12  in  a  regional  school,  more  room  would  be  available 
in  our  local  system  for  the  primary  grades.  These  are  the  first 
thoughts  of  the  Middleton  -  No.  Reading  Regional  Planning  Board 
and  so  this  report  must  be  taken  as  one  of  progress  and,  as  such  is 
incomplete.  For  those  people  who  have  misgivings  about  a  regional 
set-up  as  opposed  to  a  school  in  their  own  town,  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  object  of  a  regional  school  system  is  to  do  for  a  com- 
munity of  people  whatever  they  need  to  have  done,  but  cannot  do  so 
well  for  themselves,  in  their  separate  or  individual  capacities.

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Chapter  IV 

REGULATIONS  FOR  CESSPOOLS,  SEPTIC  TANKS,  PRIVIES, 
PRIVY-VAULTS  AND  PUBLIC  SEWERS 
Town  of  Middleton,  Massachusetts 

Section  1.  Every  owner,  occupant,  or  agent  of  premises  in  which 
there  is  any  private  sewer,  drain,  privy-vault,  or  cesspool  shall  keep 
the  same  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  shall  have  every  privy-vault  and 
cesspool  emptied  and  cleaned  when  necessary  or  at  such  time  as 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Health.  No  privy-vault  or  cesspool  shall  be 
emptied  except  by  such  parties  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
especially  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Health.  If  the  owner  or  occupant 
fails  to  comply  with  such  order,  the  Board  may  cause  the  nuisance, 
source  of  filth,  or  cause  of  sickness  to  be  removed,  and  all  expenses 
incurred  thereby  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who  caused  or  permitted 
same,  if  he  has  had  actual  notice  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
existence  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  owner,  or  other  person  or  persons  having  control 
of  any  building  or  buildings,  including  trailers  and  other  portable 
facilities,  hereafter  erected  as  converted  into,  or  installed  as  a  dwell- 
ng  to  be  occupied  by  one  or  more  families,  and  to  which  a  public  sewer 
is  accessible,  shall,  in  a  manner  and  within  a  period  of  time  satis- 
factory to  the  Board  of  Health,  cause  such  building  to  be  connected 
with  such  public  sewer. 

Section  3.  The  owner  or  other  person  or  persons  having  control 
of  any  building  or  buildings,  including  trailers  and  other  portable 
facilities,  hereafter  erected,  as,  converted  into,  or  installed  as  one  or 
more  stores  or  other  places  of  business,  and  in  which  one  or  more 
persons  are  employed,  shall  provide  sufficient  toilet  facilities,  and 
whenever  a  public  sewer  is  accessible,  shall,  in  a  manner  and  within  a 
period  of  time  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health,  cause  such  stores 
or  other  places  of  business  to  be  connected  with  such  public  sewer. 

Section  4.  No  cesspool,  septic  tank,  privy,  permanent  privy- 
vault,  or  other  means  of  sewage  disposal  shall  hereafter  be  constructed 
or  installed  in  this  town  until  a  permit  has  first  been  obtained  from 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  5.  No  building,  trailer,  or  camp  permit  for  a  dwelling  or 
other  form  of  habitation  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of  Health 
has  approved  the  proposed  lot  as  suitable  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view  for  human  habitation.  No  building,  trailer,  or  camp  permit  shall 
be  issued  for  a  dwelling  or  other  habitation  on  an  unsewered  street 
until  a  permit  for  a  sewage  disposal  installation  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Board  of  Health. 
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Section  6.  All  sewage  disposal  works  hereafter  constructed  or 
installed  shall  be  of  approved  material,  design,  and  location;  and 
unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  located  not 
less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  any  dwelling,  not  less  than  (25)  feet 
from  any  stream,  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  line  of  any 
street,  court,  or  passageway,  and  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from 
the  line  of  adjoining  lots,  all  measurements  being  taken  from  the 
nearest  portion  of  the  sewage  disposal  works.  Cesspools  shall  be 
provided  with  a  suitable  removable  cover.  Overflow  cesspools  may  be 
entirely  covered  with  earth.  The  conversion  of  an  abandoned  well  to 
a  cesspool  in  areas  near  where  water  supplies  are  obtained  from  the 
ground  is  hereby  prohibited.  All  septic  tanks  hereafter  constructed 
or  installed  shall  have  an  effective  capacity  of  at  least  500  gallons 
and  shall  be  constructed  of  approved  material.  The  effluent  from  such 
tanks  must  be  disposed  of  by  proper  subsurface  works  so  as  not  to 
cause  a  nuisance  in  the  vicinity  or  to  pollute  any  water  supply. 

Section  7.  The  owner,  person,  or  agent  responsible  for  the  con- 
struction of  sewage  disposal  works  shall  have  its  construction  in- 
spected by  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  representative  before  such  con- 
struction is  covered,  and  such  covering  shall  thereafter  be  applied  in 
a  manner  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.  No  person  or  persons 
shall  occupy  any  habitation  for  which  a  permit  for  a  sewage  disposal 
installation  has  been  issued  until  the  Board  of  Health  has  determined 
that  the  terms  of  the  permit  for  a  sewage  disposal  installation  have 
been  fulfilled,  except  for  a  length  of  time  specified  in  writing  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Section  8.  No  permanent  privy  or  privy-vault  shall  be  hereafter 
constructed  on  premises  which  are  provided  with  a  public  water  supply. 
All  permanent  privies  or  privy-vaults,  hereafter  constructed,  shall  be 
of  material  and  construction  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health;  shall 
be  fly-proof;  and  unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  be  located  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  any  dwelling, 
not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the  line  of  any  street,  court, 
passageway,  or  adjoining  lot,  and  in  the  case  of  a  privy,  it  shall  be 
located  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  and  down  grade  from 
any  private  water  supply,  all  measurements  being  taken  from  the 
nearest  outer  point  of  the  privy  or  privy-vault. 

Section  9.  Temporary  privy-vaults  for  the  convenience  of  per- 
sons engaged  in  construction  work  may  be  erected  or  installed  on  site 
of  construction  without  a  permit,  but  only  under  the  following  con- 
ditions. The  vault  must  be  at  least  two  feet  in  depth  and  must  be  so 
located  as  to  cause  no  annoyance  to  persons  residing  in  the  vicinity. 
The  person  in  charge  of  the  premises  shall  cause  the  privy  to  be 
maintained  in  a  sanitary  manner,  and  immediately  upon  completion 
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of  the  work,  he  shall  remove  the  privy-vault,  shall  fill  in  the  vault 
and  leave  the  premises  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Section  10.  No  indoor  toilet  or  water  closet,  except  that  which 
is  provided  with  proper  means  of  flushing  with  water  at  the  time  of 
using,  where  water  is  available,  shall  be  hereafter  installed  on  any 
premises  in  this  town.  Where  water  is  not  available,  for  Ashing,  indoor 
chemical  toilets  of  material  and  construction  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Health  may  be  installed  under  special  permit  of  the  Board  of 
Health  if  proper  provision  is  made  for  the  final  disposal  of  the  con- 
tents thereof. 

Section  11.  Whenever  a  water  closet,  privy,  privy-vault,  septic 
tank,  cesspool,  or  drain  becomes  offensive  or  obstructed,  the  owner, 
agent  or  occupant  of  the  premises  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  cleaned 
and  made  free  of  obstructions  or  otherwise  corrected. 

Section  12.  Complaint  of  nuisances  shall  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Health  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  complainant. 

At  a  meeting  held  this  fifteenth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
fifty-two,  these  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  all  members  being  present  and  voting.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Middleton  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1951  to  July 
19,  1952,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Middleton  for  the  period  from  January  1, 
1951  to  July  19,  1952,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 
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The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  town  account- 
ant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined. 
The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  receipts  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts,  the  payments  were 
compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  board  of 
selectmen,  and  the  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  checked  with 
the  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  as  listed  from 
the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings.  Th~  ledger  record  of  depart- 
mental accounts  receivable  was  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  committing  the  bills  and  with  the  treasurer's  books,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  July  19,  1952. 

It  was  noted  that,  although  the  special  town  meeting  of  June  26, 
1951  voted  the  sum  of  $9,472.00  from  the  Post-War  Rehabilitation 
Fund  to  the  School  Building  Committee,  the  actual  amount  transferred 
was  $10,8888.18,  the  excess  transfer  of  $1,416.18,  consisting  of  ac- 
cumulated income,  being  found  to  be  partly  expended  on  the  audit 
date. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of 
the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treasury  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The 
expenditures  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by 
the  board  of  selectmen,  and  the  cash  balance  on  July  19,  1952  was 
pi-oved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  fur- 
nished by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  inspection  of  the  savings  bank 
book  and  securities,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  by 
comparison  with  the  amounts  of  debt  matured  and  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer,  the 
library  trustees,  and  the  Naumkeag  Trust  Company  were  examined 
and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  expenditures  and  transfers 
to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  payroll  deductions  for  federal  taxes,  the  county  retirement 
system  and  Blue  Cross  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
record  of  receipts,  the  payments  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue, 
the  county  treasurer,  and  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Service,  Inc., 
were  verified,  and  the  balances  of  deductions  in  the  general  treasury 
on  July  19,  1952  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accounant's  ledger. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  records  and  with 
the  accountant's  books,  the  reported  redemptions  and  sales  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax 
possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  tax  and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise  accounts  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent 
commitments  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  war- 
rants. The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  recorded  abatements  were  proved  with  the  assessors' 
record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The 
receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  record 
of  licenses  issued,  and  the  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game  and  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Central  Essex 
Welfare  District  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  received 
for  the  expenses  of  the  district  from  the  towns  of  Middlton,  Boxford, 
and  Topsfield,  which  comprise  the  district,  together  with  the  federal 
and  state  grants,  etc.,  were  verified.  The  disbursements  were  checked 
with  the  approved  bills  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  district 
funds,  and  the  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1952  was  proved  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  were  analyzed,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the 
discounts  and  abatements  were  cerified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  control  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  departmental,  and  municipal  light  accounts  was  made  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  thereto  indicating  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  records  of  receipts  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  the  building  inspector,  and  of  the  school  and 
cemetery  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  clerk's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  departmental,  and  municipal  light  accounts,  as  well 
as  schedules  showing  the  trust  and  investment  fund  transactions. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from 
the  several  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Your  Finance  Committee  has  held  several  meetings  with  the 
various  department  heads  and  also  an  open  meeting  with  the  voters 
of  the  Town  on  February  3,  1952,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
budget  for  this  year. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee,  which  you  will  find 
detailed  under  the  various  Articles  of  the  Warrant,  were  made  only 
after  lengthy  studies  of  the  requested  departmental  budgets,  and  they 
represent  what  the  committee  feels  are  actually  needed. 

The  following  amounts  were  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
in  1952  and  are  included  in  the  expenditures  of  the  departments  which 
rceived  them.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  purpose  of  the  Reserve  Fund  is  to 
forestall  the  need  for  special  Town  Meetings  by  having  funds  available 
to  meet  small  unforeseen  expenses,  your  Finance  Committee  has  found 
it  necessary  to  recommend  that  the  Reserve  Fund  be  increased  to 
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$2500.00,  the  amount  appropriated  in  1951.  Emergency  funds  needed 
to  take  care  of  storm  damage  last  summer  so  depleted  our  fund  that 
a  special  Town  Meeting  was  required  on  December  30,  1952  to 
appropriate  monies  needed  to  close  the  Town  books  for  the  year. 
Had  your  committee  the  extra  $1,000.00,  there  would  have  been  no 
need  for  the  meeting  as  far  as  the  appropriations  went. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  requests  of  your  Welfare  Board  for 
smaller  appropriations  to  be  expended  in  1953.  A  department  which 
spends  close  to  15%  of  our  total  budget  must  necessarily  be  headed 
by  civic-minded  citizens  who  watch  their  expenditures  closely. 

With  the  increased  School  budget,  it  becomes  more  apparent  that 
we  need  a  more  equitable  means  of  distributing  the  burden  of  such 
taxes.  Whether  or  not  extra  revenue  should  be  realized  through  the 
medium  of  minimum  valuations  for  year  round  homes  is  an  item 
that  could  be  considered.  The  fact  remains  that  we  are  faced  with  an 
ever  increasing  School  budget,  and  at  the  same  time,  with  a  possible 
high  school  in  the  offing,  the  committee  feels  that  the  problem  should 
be  given  serious  consideration. 

The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Lew  Bat- 
chelder  for  his  valuable  services  while  a  member  of  this  committee 
and  to  wish  him  every  success  in  his  new  work. 

The  rest  of  this  report  we  believe  is  self  explanatory.  We  wish 
to  express  our  thanks  to  the  various  department  heads  for  their  co- 
opration  both  in  preparing  their  detailed  budgets  and  in  discussing 
them  with  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  school  committee  herewith  submits  to  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  Middleton  the  reports  of  the  school  department: 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  of  our  long-term  plans  realized  and 
projects  completed. 

We  were  able  to  have  the  classrooms  in  the  old  part  of  the 
building  painted  in  attractive  pastel  colors. 

We  now  have  a  very  attractive,  well-equipped,  and  functional 
dental  clinic.  We  expect  the  formal  dental  program  to  get  under  way 
very  shortly. 

The  new  report  cards  described  in  our  principal's  report  have  been 
adopted  and  the  policy  of  issuing  cards  in  the  first  and  second  grades 
inaugurated. 

We  have  seen  the  physical  education  program  developed  and  the 
social  phase  of  our  school  program  broadened. 

We  have  obtained  very  excellent  results  from  our  remedial  read- 
ing program  and  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  Miss  Shea's 
report  contained  herein. 

The  school  auditorium  has  been  used  on  many  occasions  during 
the  past  year  for  community  programs,  and  the  gymnasium  is  being 
used  by  groups  for  recreational  purposes.  Such  use  of  the  school 
facilities  provides  an  opportunity  for  our  youth  to  engage  in  whole- 
some activity  and  helps  to  make  our  community  a  more  attractive 
one  in  which  to  live. 

Growth  in  our  whole  educational  program  was  evidenced  in  the 
very  fine  production,  "America's  Heritage  of  Song,"  recently  pre- 
sented by  our  school  children.  Such  a  presentation  reflects  a  high 
degree  of  coordination  and  cooperation  within  our  school  and  between 
the  school  and  the  home.  Much  credit  is  due  our  music  and  art 
supervisors,  our  teachers,  and  principal  for  their  direction  of  such 
an  excellent  program. 

The  major  part  of  the  increase  in  our  proposed  school  budget 
reflects  an  increase  in  school  enrollment  with  the  resulting  increase 
in  teaching  personnel,  and  increase  of  $14.52  per  pupil  in  the  Danvers 
High  School  tuition  rate  effective  January  1,  1953,  an  increase  in 
transportation  costs,  and  an  increase  in  teachers'  salaries. 
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The  school  committee  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the  not-too- 
distant  future  our  school  building  facilities  are  not  going  to  be 
adequate  to  satisfactorily  accommodate  our  eight  grades  and  awaits 
with  interest  the  report  of  the  regional  school  investigating  com- 
mittee as  to  the  possible  solution  to  the  anticipated  problem. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  superintendent, 
Mr.  Rivard;  our  principal,  Mr.  Dower;  our  teachers,  supervisors, 
Janitor,  and  cafeteria  workers  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  splendid 
service  during  the  past  year.  Again  we  solicit  the  continued  coopera- 
tion and  interest  of  the  parents  and  townspeople.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Middleton  School  Committee: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one.  However,  we  have 
made  much  progress  and  the  end  product  will  result  in  a  modern 
educational  program  pledged  to  close  cooperation  among  teachers, 
parents  and  pupils. 

The  reports  of  the  Principal  and  Supervisors,  which  are  appended 
to  this  report,  will  cover  in  detail  the  progress  made  this  past  school 
year.  We  must  remember  that  school  methods  must  change  with  time 
and  place,  but  if  psychologically  sound  and  sociologically  sincere  will 
always  result  in  the  truly  wholesome  development  of  the  school  child. 
The  business  of  any  school  is  to  make  successes  rather  than  failures. 
Our  teaching  function  is  to  help  children  and  to  take  each  as  he 
comes  and  to  help  him  along  as  best  we  can.  Consequently,  our 
system  is  now  beginning  to  reflect  this  philosophy  —  the  close  cooper- 
ation of  the  School  Committee;  the  guidance  and  interpretations  of 
our  Principal,  Mr.  Dower;  the  guidance  and  remedial  work  of  our 
consultant,  Miss  Shea;  the  special  interests  of  the  teachers  and 
supervisors;  the  athletic  program;  the  newspapers;  the  extra  activi- 
ties; the  new  report  cards  —  all  reflect  the  effectiveness  of  the  school's 
program.

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

Our  lunch  program  is  capably  managed  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Osgood, 
as  indicated  by  the  record  number  of  pupils  being  served  as  well  as 
being  entirely  self-supporting.  The  price  still  remains  the  same  — 
namely,  one  dollar  per  week  per  student  for  a  daily  lunch.  During 
the  school  year,  Sept.  1951  —  June  1952,  40,668  Type  A  Lunches 
(including  milk)  and  8,845  Type  C  Lunches  (milk  only)  were  served. 
The  sum  of  $8,634.64  was  collected  for  the  sale  of  these  lunches  and 
an  additional  sum  of  $3,506.82  reimbursed  from  the  Massachusetts 
Lunch  Program. 

AGE  OF  ADMISSION  TO  SCHOOL 

All  children  born  on  or  before  January  1,  1948  are  eligible  to 
attend  school  in  the  coming  fall  term.  No  entrance  tests  for  children 
under  the  age  requirement  will  be  given. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS 

An  Audio-visual  Aid  Department  has  been  started.  A  tape 
recorder  has  been  purchased  to  supplement  our  projectors,  record 
player  and  portable  amplifier.  A  film  library  has  been  started  under 
a  school  union  agreement  with  Tewksbury. 

Today  in  modern  education  these  aids  are  a  necessity  if  we  are 
to  overcome  the  problems  of  forgetting.  Education's  greatest  weak- 
ness appears  when  pupils  are  made  to  memorize  general  rules  and 
concepts  when  they  have  never  had  the  experience  to  understand 
them.  Audio-visual  aids  will  help  to  provide  these  experiences  so  neces- 
sary for  understanding. 

ELEMENTARY  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

In  the  light  of  present-day  educational  standards  physical  educa- 
tion has  come  to  be  considered  primarily  as  a  phase  of  education 
which  includes  the  development  of  the  social,  emotional,  and  mental 
aspects  of  the  child's  life.  Now  that  the  athletic  program  is  success- 
fully under  way,  it  is  our  aim  to  utilize  the  facilities  of  our  new  gym- 
nasium in  developing  the  inherent  values  in  a  physical  education 
program  geared  to  the  specific  activities  of  each  age  level.  The  child's 
experiences  in  physical  education  are  particularly  valuable  in  the 
development  of  desirable  habits  and  attitudes,  skills  and  abilities. 
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CONCLUSION 

This  report,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  has  covered  briefly, 
with  some  exceptions,  only  what  has  not  been  reported  by  our 
Principal,  Mr.  Dower.  His  report  will  cover  in  detail  the  new  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health  regulations,  report  on  the  text 
and  library  books,  the  new  marking  system  and  report  cards.  Like- 
wise, your  report  has  covered  the  installation  of  our  dental  clinic  as 
well  as  the  community  use  of  the  building. 

I  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  school 
population  is  steadily  increasing  and  that  we  will  be  short  of  class- 
rooms within  two  years.  I  realize,  however,  that  our  regional  school 
committee  is  studying  this  problem  and  will  report  its  findings  in  the 
immediate  future. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  the 
principal,  teachers,  and  parents  for  the  close  cooperation  in  building 
a  better  school.  We  must  remember  that  education  is  a  basic  force 
for  freedom  and  that  our  schools  must  continue  the  struggle  in  the 
reaffirmation  and  exemplification  of  the  American  Way.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Forwarded  herewith,  for  your  consideration  and  approval,  is  my 
second  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Howe-Manning  School  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton.  Again,  this  year,  the  report  has 
been  divided  into  major  sections  for  clarification  and  ease  in  the 
assimilation  of  the  data  presented. 

FACULTY 

The  teaching  staff  includes  thirteen  classroom  teachers,  an  Art 
Supervisor,  Music  Supervisor,  Reading  Supervisor,  Penmanship  Super- 
visor, and  the  Principal.  The  staff  represents  an  increase  of  one 
classroom  teacher  from  last  year's  total  of  twelve  classroom  teachers. 
The  new  classroom  teacher,  made  imperative  by  the  necessity  for 
forming  a  second  Sixth  Grade  class,  is  Miss  Marie  T.  Lapniewski. 
Other  additions  to  the  faculty  made  necessary  by  resignations  are 
Mrs.  Esther  Charron  and  Mr.  James  Burke.  Mrs.  Charron  replaced 
Mrs.  Constance  Cobb  in  Grade  Four  and  Mr.  Burke  has  replaced  Mr. 
Gardner  Holmes,  formerly  homeroom  teacher  for  Grade  Seven.  A  com- 
plete roster  of  the  teaching  personnel  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

REPORT  CARDS 

A  new  method  of  reporting  scholastic  achievement  and  personal 
growth  to  parents  of  Howe-Manning  School  pupils  was  placed  in 
effect  with  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year.  The  new  method 
of  reporting  pupil  progress  was  the  result  of  more  than  two  years 
of  study  and  research  on  the  part  of  a  committee  composed  of 
teachers,  school  administrators,  members  of  the  Middleton  School 
Committee  and  the  Howe-Manning  Parent-Teachers  Association. 

By  way  of  contrast,  the  old  type  of  report  card,  used  up  until 
this  year,  was  a  single  printed  card.  The  new  type  of  report  card 
contains  five  pages.  It  is  felt  that  by  this  comparison  alone  as  to  size, 
parents  can  readily  reach  the  conclusion  that  more  information  about 
their  children's  progress  while  a  member  of  the  school  community  can 
be  more  easily  obtained. 

The  most  significant  change  between  the  old  and  the  new  cards 
has  been  the  change  in  the  marking  system  employed.  Heretofore, 
the  former  card  listed  five  separate  grades.  The  new  report  lists  only 
three.  The  old  card  listed  Grades  A,  B,  C,  D,  E.  The  new  card  lists 
only  E  for  exceptional  or  outstanding  work,  S  for  satisfactory  work 
in  terms  of  the  pupil's  ability  and  grade  level  and  U  for  unsatisfactory 
work. 
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The  new  method  of  reporting-  was  first  developed  for  pupils  in 
Grades  Four  through  Eight  and  was  employed  for  the  first  time  at 
the  close  of  the  first  marking  period  of  the  present  school  year.  In 
addition,  however,  a  new  type  of  report  card,  patterned  after  the 
original  new  card,  has  been  developed  for  Grades  One  through  Three. 
Heretofore,  there  has  been  no  standard  type  of  reporting  system  for 
Grades  One  and  Two  while  a  system  of  reporting  by  letter  has  been 
employed  by  Grade  Three.  The  new  report  card  for  Grades  One 
through  Three  was  employed  for  the  first  time  at  the  end  of  the  second 
marking  period  of  the  present  school  year.  It  is  similar  in  format  to 
the  card  employed  by  the  higher  grades  but  has  been  revised  to  more 
closely  fit  the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  the  beginning  grades. 

HEALTH 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health,  acting  under  the 
authority  of  Section  57,  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  Tercentenary 
Edition,  as  amended  by  Chapter  502  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  has  pre- 
scribed and  established  new  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
physical  examination  of  school  children.  These  regulations  became 
effective  for  school  children  on  September  1,  1952. 

The  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  to  discover  disabilities  of 
school  children  as  soon  as  possible  so  as  to  enable  all  children  to 
obtain  the  fullest  benefit  of  their  educational  opportunities  and  to 
insure  that  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health  and  other  con- 
tagious or  communicable  diseases  are  recognized  whenever  they  occur. 

Accordingly,  a  letter  to  parents  was  prepared  and  dispatched 
shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year.  Important 
segments  of  the  new  law  were  quoted  for  parents'  inforfnation.  Copies 
of  this  letter  may  be  obtained  from  the  Principal  upon  request. 

In  accordance  with  the  new  law,  Howe-Manning  School  pupils 
will  be  examined  during  the  first,  fourth  and  eighth  grades.  It  is 
preferred  that  the  family  physician  do  the  examining  whenever  pos- 
sible. If  this  is  to  be  done,  forms  furnished  by  the  State  will  be 
supplied  the  family  upon  request  at  the  school.  The  school  physician, 
Dr.  Lois  Rogers  of  Topsfield,  will  do  all  examinations  not  handled  by 
family  physicians.  For  all  children  to  be  examined  at  school,  it  is 
hoped  that  at  least  one  parent  will  be  available  to  come  to  school  when 
the  examination  is  to  take  place  as  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  each  child's  condition  with  the  physician  at  the  time  of  the 
examination.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  first  and  fourth  grades. 
Parents  wil  be  notified  by  letter  of  the  impending  examinations. 
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Howe-Manning  School  will  now  be  required  to  furnish  a  phy- 
sician's certificate  from  either  the  family  physician  or  the  school 
physician  before  reentering  school  if  absent  five  days  or  more.  The 
school  physician's  certificate  may  be  obtained  without  cost  if  the 
child  is  brought  to  Dr.  Roger's  office  on  Main  Street,  Topsfield,  during 
the  doctor's  office  hours  which  are  2-3:30  P.M.,  every  afternoon  except 
Wednesday  and  Sunday  and  7-8  P.M.,  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thurs- 
day. The  telephone  is  Topsfield  121.  In  addition,  children  may  be  sent 
to  the  Howe-Manning  School  on  days  Dr.  Rogers  will  be  there  on 
school  business.  A  telephone  call  to  the  Principal  will  enable  parents 
to  learn  when  the  physician  will  be  at  school.  There  will  be  no  fee 
for  this  service. 

To  enable  the  school  to  carry  out  its  responsibilities  under  the 
new  regulations,  a  new  medical  examining  table  complete  with  pad 
and  stool  has  been  obtained  for  the  clinic.  In  addition,  a  four  drawer 
file  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  school  nurse  and  a  filing 
system  has  been  established  whereby  the  health  records  of  every 
pupil  attending  Howe-Manning  School  will  be  maintained  in  separate 
folders,  thus  making  the  records  easily  obtainable  when  necessary. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written,  work  is  being  rushed 
to  completion  on  the  new  Dental  Clinic  which  should  be  in  operation 
at  the  time  of  publication  of  this  report.  A  section  of  the  hallway 
opposite  the  Medical  Clinic  has  been  partitioned  off  and  a  complete 
dental  unit  has  been  installed.  Both  Medical  and  Dental  Clinics  have 
been  freshly  painted.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Dental  Clinic  will 
fulfill  a  long-standing  need. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

Bookcases  were  constructed  in  the  Reading  Room  last  year  and 
the  shelves  are  being  filled  with  books  for  reading  enjoyment.  The 
1952  graduating  class  left  the  sum  of  $63.78  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books  for  the  library.  A  total  of  23  books  were  purchased  from 
American  Book  Company,  25  from  D.  C.  Heath  Company  and  four 
books  from  the  MacMillan  Company  from  this  amount.  The  library 
is  entirely  student-operated  and  the  children  obtain  books  from  the 
library  each  evening  before  going  home.  The  books  are  returned  to 
the  library  in  the  morning  when  the  children  arrive  at  school.  In 
addition,  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Carleton,  a  selected  number  of 
books  from  the  Flint  Library,  are  also  available  for  the  children  to 
read.  The  present  Eighth  Grade  has  been  raising  funds  for  their  class 
gift  through  the  sale  of  Christmas  cards  and  school  dances. 
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EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

This  would  seem  to  be  the  most  appropriate  section  in  which  to 
mention  the  very  successful  school  pageant  which  was  held  at  school 
the  early  part  of  December.  More  than  400  parents  and  others  inter- 
ested in  the  affairs  of  Howe-Manning  School  attended  this  perform- 
ance. It  is  difficult  to  express  enough  appreciation  here  for  the 
excellent  work  contributed  by  Mrs.  Doris  Nyquist,  Music  Supervisor, 
under  whose  direction  the  pageant  was  conducted.  Tribute  is  also 
paid  here  to  the  teachers  and  the  many  parents  who  helped  in  any 
way  to  make  the  pageant  the  success  it  was.  From  the  proceeds  it 
has  been  possible  to  purchase  new  music  books  for  the  first  five 
grades.  These  books  are  accompanied  by  records  which  contain  a 
portion  of  the  songs  in  each  book.  The  records  will  be  played  by  the 
classroom  teacher  to  teach  the  children  the  proper  way  or  ways  the 
songs  may  be  sung. 

This  past  year  saw  the  beginning  of  a  school  newspaper.  The 
paper  is  published  several  times  during  the  school  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  an  avenue  by  which  parents  may  be  informed  of  the 
happenings  at  school. 

School  dances  have  now  become  an  established  custom  at  Howe- 
Manning  School.  These  dances  are  held  in  the  gymnasium  on  the 
Friday  evening  before  a  school  vacation.  Much  credit  is  due  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Coffin  for  conducting  these  dances  for  the  children.  The 
dances  are  sponsored  by  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades.  A  small  fee 
is  charged  and  the  sum  amassed  is  placed  in  the  class  treasuries. 
These  dances  are  held  for  the  upper  three  grades.  Credit  is  also  due 
the  Middleton  Spring  Beverage  Company  for  their  kindness  in 
donating  tonic  for  refreshments. 

ATHLETICS 

Basketball  and  baseball  teams  representing  the  school  played  full 
schedules  this  year  against  schools  from  other  towns.  The  Parent- 
Teachers  Association  provided  caps  and  pants  for  the  baseball  team. 
Baseball  shirts  were  provided  from  funds  left  from  the  now  defunct 
Town  Softball  League.  Basketball  suits  were  provided  from  the  former 
Boys'  Club  Team.  This  past  fall,  outdoor  basketball  goal  posts  and 
baskets  were  erected  on  the  playground  for  playground  activity.  The 
posts  were  furnished  by  the  Electric  Light  Company  and  the  work 
of  erection  was  handled  by  Mr.  John  Hoctor  and  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment crew. 
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New  health  textbooks  have  been  purchased  for  the  Seventh  Grade. 
New  arithmetic  workbooks  were  purchased  for  Grades  One  and  Two. 
Additions  have  been  made  to  the  film  strip  library  through  the  pur- 
chase of  a  film  strip  a  month  from  Popular  Science  Monthly,  Inc. 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  Middleton  Grange,  a  record  a  month  is 
received  from  the  Children's  Record  Guild.  These  records  are  stories 
narrated  by  experts  and  are  primarily  for  children  in  the  lowest 
grades.  Four  new  round  tables  were  purchased  and  have  been  placed 
in  the  lowest  four  grades.  These  tables  are  employed  for  reading 
groups  and  other  activities. 

A  sound  amplifying  system  for  the  auditorium  has  been  obtained 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  J.  Raymond  Chartier  of  Lake  Street. 
Mr.  Chartier  built  the  set  himself  at  a  tremendous  saving  to  the 
school.  The  set  consists  of  an  amplifier,  two  loud  speakers,  a  three- 
speed  record  player  and  microphone  and  stand.  The  set  is  used  for 
assemblies,  school  dances,  graduating  exercises  and  other  activities. 

.  A  new  mechanical  potato  peeler  has  been  obtained  for  the  use  of 
the  cafeteria  personnel.  The  tables  along  the  walls  of  the  cafeteria 
have  been  covered  with  linoleum  tops  with  metal  edging. 

The  cold  water  faucets  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  shower  rooms  and 
the  public  lavatories  have  been  equipped  with  drinking  fountains. 
New  lockers  have  been  obtained  for  the  gymnasium  shower  rooms. 

During  the  past  year,  all  of  the  pianos  in  the  school  have  been 
tuned  and  repaired.  The  school  received  the  gift  of  one  piano.  The 
school  can  use  several  more  pianos  for  the  classrooms  as  there  arc 
several  teachers  who  play  but  do  not  have  the  pianos  in  their  class- 
rooms. 

COMMUNITY  USE  OF  THE  BUILDING 

This  past  year  saw  the  facilities  of  the  school  auditorium-gym- 
nasium employed  for  the  first  time  as  a  site  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  Girl  Scouts  use  the  facilities  of  the  school  on  Tuesdays 
for  their  meetings.  The  Boy  Scouts  held  their  annual  Christmas 
Party  at  the  school  this  year.  A  Town  Basketball  League  has  been 
started  this  winter.  It  is  hoped  that  more  and  more  use  will  be  made 
of  the  excellent  facilities  to  be  offered  by  the  school.  A  copy  of  the 
regulations  governing  the  use  of  school  facilities  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Principal's  office. 
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EMPLOYMENT  CERTIFICATES 

According  to  state  laws,  all  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of 
14  to  21  must  have  employment  certificates  in  order  to  work.  These 
certificates  may  be  obtained  at  the  Principal's  office  between  the  hours 
of  9  A.M.  and  3  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday.  Applicants  fbr  these 
certificates  must  present  a  birth  certificate  and  evidence  of  schooling 
(diploma  or  report  card)  when  applying.  Any  questions  about  this 
matter  may  be  answered  by  telephoning  the  Principal  at  his  office. 

CONCLUSION 

Education  has  always  sought  to  know  the  purpose  of  life.  Worthy 
living  must  have  a  purpose  and  those  who  live  it  must  be  trained  to 
reason,  to  evaluate,  to  plan  and  to  accomplish.  To  do  these  things,  our 
youth  must  be  provided  with  abundant  and  varied  opportunities  to 
experience.  These  experiences  should  always  be  evaluated  in  terms 
of  their  capacity  to  bring  about  the  most  significant  development  of 
each  individual.  All  learning  leads  to  some  goal  of  the  individual 
pupil.  Thus  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  pupils  being  instructed  in 
order  to  plan  the  instruction  that  is  necessary. 

For  our  youth,  we  must  constantly  strive  for  more  effective  ways 
for  laying  before  them  the  possibilities  in  human  life.  Also,  we  must 
provide  the  proper  guidance  to  help  them  understand  the  need  for 
the  right  tools  and  equipment  in  order  for  them  to  gain  that  destiny 
in  life  they  select  for  themselves. 

The  above  represents  a  portion  of  the  thoughts  considered  as  we 
plan  our  educational  program  for  the  boys  and  girls  attending  Howe- 
Manning  School. 

The  cooperation  of  all  concerned  has  been  most  gratifying.  I 
should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  this  cooperation  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee,  teachers  and  super- 
visors, Mrs.  Osgood,  Mr.  Hayward,  Parent-Teachers  Association,  and 
friends  of  Howe-Manning  School  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

A  weighing  program  was  carried  out  twice  during  the  past  year 
and  each  child's  weight  and  height  was  recorded  in  the  school  health 
files. 

The  State  Health  Department  has  revised  some  of  its  school 
laws  and  as  a  result  the  physical  examination  given  here  at  school 
is  somewhat  more  extensive  and  included  an  abdominal  exam  plus 
an  urinalysis  and  hemoglobin  for  each  child  that  has  not  been 
examined  by  the  family  physician,  in  the  first,  fourth  and  eighth 
grades. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  were  done  in  the 
spring.  The  Hearing  Test  failures  number  eighteen  and  the  Vision 
Test  twenty- three.  The  parents  of  these  children  were  notified  and  in 
the  majority  of  cases  the  defect  was  remedied.  Poor  vision  and  hear- 
ing are  terrific  obstacles  in  the  progress  of  a  child,  so  it  is  imperative 
that  the  nursing  and  teaching  services  have  the  complete  cooperation 
of  the  parent. 

Pediculosis  offenders  were  again  at  a  minimum  this  year.  The 
deplorable  condition  of  the  teeth  is  still  our  major  problem,  but  with 
the  arrival  of  the  new  year  this  should  be  remedied.  A  very  efficient 
and  modern  Dental  Room  is  being  added  to  the  Clinic.  We  have  also 
had  a  few  more  very  essential  items  added,  an  examining  table  and 
a  file  cabinet,  both  of  which  greatly  aid  in  the  efficiency  of  the 
department. 

Dr.  Rogers  and  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  in  any  way  have 
aided  us  in  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  READING  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

In  May  1952,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Thomas  L.  Rivard,  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given 
throughout  the  Howe-Manning  School.  The  results  obtained  compared 
favorably  with  those  of  the  average  New  England  community, 
whether  rural  or  urban.  A  good  statistical  curve  was  obtained  for 
each  grade  and  for  each  subject.  Weaknesses  in  subject  areas  were 
located  and  materials  were  provided  by  the  administration  to  help 
the  individual  teachers  to  compensate  for  these  weaknesses  in  the 
succeeding  year. 

The  pre-school  examination  of  first  grade  entrants  was  extended 
in  scope.  Following  the  physical  examination,  parents  made  arrange- 
ments for  the  children  to  take  the  test  of  mental  growth  and  maturity. 
The  problems  of  the  child  were  discussed  with  the  parents  in  respect 
to  the  findings  on  the  test.  The  test  findings  were  then  used  by  the 
Principal,  Mr.  Raymond  S.  Dower,  and  later  by  the  teachers  in 
placing  the  child  in  his  group  in  the  classroom.  An  effort  was  made  to 
place  children  who  needed  special  ear  training  with  Mrs.  Marjorie 
Shaw,  and  those  who  needed  special  eye  training  with  Miss  Catherine 
Devane.  At  the  end  of  six  weeks  in  school  the  children  were  given  the 
Monroe  Reading  Aptitude  Tests.  These  tests  were  chosen  in  place  of 
a  reading  readiness  test  because  their  value  is  not  limited  to  the  first 
grade  but  can  be  utilized  for  many  years.  Middleton  has  no  public 
kindergarten  and  consequently  a  year  of  study  of  the  child  is  lost. 
While  this  program  cannot  substitute  for  a  year  of  kindergarten,  it 
has  done  much  insofar  as  giving  a  knowledge  of  the  child's  needs  is 
concerned  and  the  first  grade  teachers  had  a  faster  means  of 
evaluating  both  abilities  and  disabilities  among  their  children. 

In  October  the  California  Test  of  Mental  Maturity  was  admin- 
istered to  all  fifth  grade  pupils  and  to  those  in  the  upper  grades 
whose  tests  were  incomplete  or  inadequate.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
tests  will  help  the  teachers  in  planning  and  organizing  their  activities 
programs. 

A  total  of  ninety-three  pupils  were  assigned  to  the  reading  classes 
in  1951-52.  Thirty  of  these  children  were  dropped  by  the  close  of  the 
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year.  Eighty-four  children  were  assigned  in  the  current  year  and  at 
the  present  writing  fourteen  have  been  dropped.  Some  of  these 
"drop-outs"  will  be  returned  as  further  difficulties  arise,  but  many 
will  not  need  additional  help.  There  is  a  steady  growth  of  confidence 
among  these  children  and  they  approach  their  work  with  better 
understanding. 

The  Superintendent  and  the  Principal  have  given  encouragement 
to  the  classroom  teachers  to  develop  projects  and  activities  among  the 
pupils.  The  introduction  of  projects  and  activities  in  most  schools  has 
meant  a  definite,  but  temporary,  lag  in  class  procedures  and  discipline. 
In  Middleton  these  techniques  were  wisely  presented  and  quietly  ab- 
sorbed. They  have  been  of  marked  value  to  the  child  with  a  reading 
problem  for  such  a  child  often  has  greater  ability  in  concrete  situa- 
tions than  in  abstract.  The  academic  child  has  also  benefited  for  he 
has  had  opportunity  to  apply  concretely  the  knowledge  he  has  gained 
from  his  reading. 

In  an  effort  to  care  for  the  needs  of  those  children  who  will  not 
be  preparing  for  college  in  high  school  and  also  to  give  emphasis  to 
all  pupils  of  the  importance  of  both  speed  and  comprehension,  Science 
Research  Better  Reading  Books  were  placed  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  reading  classes.  These  books  were  well  received  by  the 
teacher,  Mr.  John  Branch,  and  the  pupils.  The  Reader's  Digest  Read- 
ing Skills  Builders  were  placed  in  grades  three  through  six  as  supple- 
ments to  the  basal  reading  tests.  These  little  books  were  extremely 
popular  among  the  children.  The  second  grade  teacher,  Mrs.  Nellie 
Johnston,  has  made  excellent  use  of  Words  on  Paper  from  the 
English  Orthological  Institute  for  both  supplementary  and  corrective 
materials. 

Thanks  to  the  gift  of  the  graduating  class  of  1952,  Mr.  Dower 
has  been  able  to  enlarge  the  school  library  considerably.  Miss  Carleton 
and  Mr.  Gifford  of  the  Flint  Memorial  Library  have  again  supple- 
mented the  school  library  with  large  loans  of  books. 

Another  great  attraction  for  the  children  was  the  Reading 
Accelerator.  This  machine  was  sent  at  Mr.  Rivard's  request  by  Science 
Research  Associates.  It  is  electrically  operated.  A  book  is  placed  on 
a  rack  and  a  shutter  moves  down  the  open  page  at  a  steady  rate  while 
the  child  reads  ahead  of  the  shutter.  Many  poor  reading  habits  are 
automatically  broken  while  the  child's  speed  of  reading  is  increased. 
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Close  attention  to  the  health  of  the  child  with  marked  reading 
problems  has  disclosed  that  long  or  frequent  absences,  poor  vision, 
poor  hearing,  slow  physical  growth,  and  chronic  diseases  have  all 
played  a  pertinent  part  in  developing  their  problems.  Medical  atten- 
tion for  many  of  these  children  has  produced  dramatic  changes  in 
work  and  in  attitude.  The  emotional  blocks  that  result  from  inability 
to  do  well  in  school  can  often  be  resolved  in  the  reading  classes,  but 
where  this  has  been  insufficient,  the  parents  have  cooperated  with  the 
school  in  seeking  the  help  of  Child  Guidance  Clinics.  The  Middleton 
church  pastors  and  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scout  leaders  have  also  given 
intelligent  and  loyal  assistance. 

Reading  reaches  into  all  phases  of  adult  and  child  life.  The  ability 
to  read  is  conditioned  by,  and  in  turn  conditions,  mental,  physical, 
social,  and  emotional  growth.  It  is  rare  indeed  to  work  in  a  community 
where  these  basic  principles  are  acted  upon  with  sympathy  and  under- 
standing.

I  submit,  with  pleasure,  this  report  of  the  music  program  in  the 
public  schools  of  Middleton. 

This  school  year  the  music  department  put  on  a  pageant  entitled 
"America's  Heritage  of  Song".  This  was  made  possible  with  the 
wonderful  cooperation  of  all  of  the  teachers;  Mr.  Dower,  Principal; 
Art  Supervisor,  Miss  Sonia  Antis;  parents,  who  supplied  lovely  cos- 
tumes; and  the  pupils. 

The  pageant  gave  every  pupil  in  the  school  a  chance  to  take  part 
in  some  way.  Each  classroom  was  assigned  some  country  or  group  of 
people  who  helped  to  contribute  to  America's  music.  They  studied  the 
songs  and  dances  during  their  music  periods  in  the  classroom  and  also 
practiced  on  the  stage.  The  children  performed  for  their  parents  and 
friends  on  December  12th,  1952,  in  the  school  auditorium.  Letting 
the  children  take  part  in  such  a  program  makes  them  much  more 
interested  in  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music  and  creates  a  deeper 
appreciation  and  love  of  good  music.  They  take  pride  in  trying  to 
improve  their  ability,  and  the  whole  future  music  program  for  the 
school  is  greatly  aided. 

We  are  continuing  to  learn  many  rote  songs  in  the  lower  grades 
and  are  going  about  the  serious  business  of  learning  to  read  music, 
and  to  sing  well.  The  upper  grades  are  learning  new  songs  with  the 
accent  on  doing  more  part  singing.  We  are  also  doing  work  with 
rhythm  bands  in  lower  grades,  and  music  appreciation  throughout  the 
school. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  in  the  school  system  for 
their  outstanding  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  say  how  much  I  have 
enjoyed  working  a  second  year  with  the  children  of  Middleton.  It  was 
gratifying  to  find,  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  that  so  many  children 
could  put  to  use  the  principles  we  talked  about  last  year.  They  are 
learning  something  about  perspective,  as  the  need  arises,  and  how  to 
compose  their  pictures. 

Among  the  topics  discussed  are:  figure  drawing,  perspective,  con- 
trast of  size  and  color,  light  and  dark  values,  center  of  interest,  or 
having  some  one  topic  predominate  in  the  picture. 

In  the  lower  grades  these  subjects  are  touched  upon  only  lightly 
so  that  the  child's  natural  aptitude  for  picture-making  will  not  be 
interfered  with.  As  in  last  year's  program,  I  am  again  stressing  cut 
paper  work  because  it  requires  a  different  skill  from  that  required 
for  drawing.  Later  in  the  year  paper  sculpture  will  be  taken  up  in 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  More  time  will  be  given  to  water  color 
painting  this  year  which  will  help  the  children  to  learn  about  color 
mixing.  We  will  also  try  some  block  printing,  —  potato  blocks  for  the 
small  children  and  linoleum  blocks  for  the  older  ones  will  be  used.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HANDWRITING 
SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintndent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  operation  of 
the  handwriting  program  in  the  Middleton  Schools  for  the  school 
year  of  1951-1952. 

In  the  initial  handwriting  tests  administered  to  your  pupils  in 
September  1951,  6.2%  of  the  pupils  received  a  grade  of  "A"  (Excel- 
lent);  14.5%  received  a  score  of  "B";  and  79.1%  scored  less  than 
"B".  In  the  tests  administered  in  June  1952,  69.1%  of  the  pupils  re- 
ceived a  grade  of  "A";  14.5%  received  a  grade  of  "B"  and  11.6% 
scored  less  than  "B".  Handwriting  certificates  were  awarded  to  70% 
of  your  pupils. 

During  the  school  year  we  graded  approximately  3500  formal  and 
10,500  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for  your  pupils.  A  formal 
test  was  administered  monthly  and  a  report  was  furnished  each 
teacher  giving  a  careful  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  of  each  pupil 
in  her  room. 

We  furnished  the  following  instructional  materials:  monthly 
teachers'  outlines,  pupil  folder  outlines,  room  motivation  certificates, 
handedness  tests,  individual  handwriting  certificates  to  pupils  who 
qualified,  monthly  and  term  envolopes,  seals,  etc. 

My  supervisors  join  with  me  in  expressing  our  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  you  and  your  teachers 
at  all  times.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  results  obtained  in  your 
schools.
